Emmens learned, he said, that

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
asked Congress today to cut off 
all recovery money from any 
European nation which refuses to 
obey “orders or requests” of the 
United Nations Security Council. 

Offering a bill to amend the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration act, Brewster told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee such a restriction “would 
have helped materially in the Pal- 
estine and Indonesian situations.” 

He said the measure would be 
useful in the future if any nation 
should refuse to obey Security 
Concil orders, 

It reads: 

“No funds authorized for the 
purposes of this act shall be allo- 
cated to or expended for any for- 
eign government which fails to 
comply with the orders or re- 
quests of the Security Council of 
the United Nations until such 
times as the administrator is ad- 
vised, in writing, by the president 
of the Security Council that such 
compliance has been effected.” 

This is another move by Brew- 
ster and other Republican Sena- 
tors to force a showdown on The 
Netherlands military activities in 
the Dutch East Indies. 

Brewster already has a resolu- 
tion before the Senate asking that 
ECA shut off its aid to The 
Netherlands Government: 

“Until the Royal Netherlands 
Government ceases hostilities

The warning of possible damag-

A fight followed, with the 
men pushing and wrestling in the 
corridor. They had moved about 
30 feet from Franklin’s room when 
they crashed through a window 
pane and plunged to the ground. 
Franklin, 49 years old, is a porter. 
His condition is serious. 

Baker, who was 58 years old, 
gained public acclaim when he 
testified against Londe, an Egan 
gangster, after he was shot twice 
and left for dead in a deserted 
house near the Duffy and Zimmer 
resort in St. Louis county on the 
night of Nov. 18, 1938 After his 
assailants left, Baker made his 
way to the Howard’s Bend water- 
works, about five miles from the 
shooting scene. He lost an eye as 
a result of his won but took 
the stand against Lande, who was 
convicted of bombing a cleaning 
shop and sentenced to prison. 
Elmer Dowling and Alfred Sel- 
vaggi, hoodlums, were identified 
by Baker as his assailants. 
Baker’s rewards in recognition 
of his public service included a

Louis Award and a “life-time” job 
with the city.

He added: “I would 
want to be sure that such was the 
case and I would not approve it 
without the strongest showing.’ 


Check Being Made. 

At the office of Army Under 
Secretary William H. Draper Jr., 
who has charge of the occupied 
areas, the executive officer said 
“practically nothing” was known 
about the case here and that a 
check was being made with Army 
Intelligence and the Judge Advo- 
cate General's office.

Thousands Cheer Inaug- 
uration in Jerusalem 
Assembly Elects Him 

JERUSALEM, Feb. 17 (AP)— 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 74-year-old 

elder Jewish statesman, was inaug- 

urated today as the first president 


of the new state of Israel. 
His right hand raised, the presi- 


2000 years, solemnly intoned: 

. Ben Ozer Weizmann, 
as president of the state, swear 
allegiance to the State of Israel 
and its laws.” 


Thousands of spectators cheered, 
shouting “long live the President,” 
as Dr. Weizmann drove through 
the streets ot the holy city to the 
ceremonial session of the Assem- 
bly. He had been provisional Presi- 
dent since May, when Britain 
surrendered its League of Nations 
mandate and Israel proclaimed it- 
self an independent nation. 

Golden Key to City. 

With a silver scissors, the Presi- 
dent cut a blue-and-white ribbon 
across an arch of welcome at the 
entrance to the city. Mayor Daniel 
Auster gave him a golden key to 
the city. School children handed 
bouquets to Mrs..Weizmann. 

In the long procession of cars 
were members of a parliamentary 
delegation, including an Arab 
member from Nazareth who wore 


The delegation had driven .to 
Weizmann’s home at Rehovot to 
inform him of his election by 
Parliament and to escort him back 
to Jerusalem. 

Twelve members of the Assem- 
bly, representing symbolically the 
12 lost tribes of Biblical Israel, 
accompanied him. The escort 
party included police motor- 
cyclists, an armored car with 
turret and a of combat 
jeeps with steel-helmeted soldiers 
manning machineguns. 

Choice of Assembly. 

The President and his party 
proceeded to the Jewish Agency 
building where last night dele- 
gates of the 120-member Constitu- 
ent Assembly elected him by a 
vote of 83 to 15 over the right- 
wing Herut party candidate; Prof. 
Joseph Klausner. The Herut par- 
ty leader is Menachem Beigin, 
former head of the extremist 
irgun Zvai Leumi. 

After the inauguration ceremony 
the President was named by the 
municipal administration as the 
first free citizen of Jerusalem. 
Some in the cheering crowd at the 
Municipal Building wept. 

Dr. Weizmann, a pro-Westerner 
and outspokenly anti-Russian, is 
expected to designate David Ben- 


Gurion, Prime Minister of the pro- 


visional government, to form a 
new government. Ben-Gurion is 
the leader of the Mapai Labor par- 
ty which holds 44 beats, the 
largest bloc, in the Assembly.

William Green, president of the American Federation of Labor, men- 
tioned that its members had voted nine to one against the Taft- 
Hartley Act in a poll conducted by the AFL,

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, interrupted another denun-

The babble of postwar German 
politicians is deplored by the 
ablest production men in the 
Ruhr. Socialization? Nationalism? 
Remilitarization? Lost provinces? 
It is a poor time to rake up dis- 
turbing issues like these, they say, 
when what west Germany really 
needs is foreign confidence and 
capital. 

Place your own value on their 
words, but they swear the world 
must avoid a third war at any 
cost. They speak of the necessity 
for an efficient integration of 
western Europe’s heavy industry. 

They point to the colossal re- 
sources of the Soviet Union and 
the tremendous industrial devel- 
opment of the United States. They 
ask how a shrunken, outclassed 
Germany in the center of Europe 
could ever be mad or strong 
enough to destroy the peace again. 

Insist on Co-operation. 

In their talk, at least, Ruhr 
fhdustrialists are today the most 
paeifist and internationally-mind- 
ed of Germans. They foresee no 
hope of restoring west Germany 
to-economic health without west- 
ern European co-operation. 

But they are tough, stubborn 
men on certain issues. They are 
fighting with a strategy verging 
on passive resistance against the 
further dismantling of their plants 
for reparations. 

They are bitter about British 
and French fears of cut-rate Ger- 
man competition in exports.

When Field Marshal Viscount

Missourian should mark the names of 
these five legislators, now grouped together in 
the State House of Representatives. These men 
are trying to destroy one of the most impor- 
tant gains in state government in Missouri in a 
generation—the Conservation Commission. 

They do not say in so many words that their 
purpose is to kill scientific conservation. On 
the contrary, they have agreed on a proposed 
amendment to the State Constitution which 
would continue the commission on its present bi- 
partisan, professional basis. What they would 
do would be to hamstring the commission by 
making it possible for the Legislature to take 
over conservation funds, now obtained through 
fish and game licenses and other appropriate 
means, and use this revenue for non-conserva- 
tion purposes. 

The effect of such a piece of sabotage is obvi- 
ous. The bi-partisan commission, now free of 
legislative pressures, would almost overnight be- 
come dependent on the favor of influential leg- 
islators. This would give job-hungry politicians 
a whip to crack over the petsonnel of the com- 
mission. Merit would be sacrificed to party 
patronage. Equally bad, the rules and regula- 
tions of the commission would be subjected to 
legislative pullings and haulings not to say in- 
dividual desire and whim. 

How many times must these conservation meat- 
hounds be turned back? Here is the record: 

1. In 1936, the people of Missouri adopted 
the Conservation Amendment 879,213 to 
351,962—the largest indorsement of a con- 
stitutional proposal in the state’s history: 

2. In 1939, the House of Representatives 
protected the Conservation Amendment by ~ 
rejecting a resolution to submit a repeal, 
proposition to the voters. 

3. In 1940, the voters defeated an initia- 
tive proposal to repeal the amendment by 
the overwhelming vote of 709,421 to 359,628. 

4. In 1943, the House turned back anoth- 
er repeal resolution by vote of 56 in favor 
of protecting conservation to only 34 votes 
for repeal. 

5. In 1943, the State Constitutional Con- 
vention rejected a proposal to drop conser- 
vation from the new Constitution. 

6. In 1947, the Democratic State Commit- 
tee made a political attack on the admin- 
istration of the commission under Director 

I. T. Bode, a professional conservationist. 

Public hearings were held and though 40 

supporters of the commission appeared, not 

one witness showed up to support the polit- 
ical charges. 

No other reform in Missouri’s 128 years of 
statehood, has been tested and retested as many 
times in so short a period. Yet in the face of 
such a record these five legislators have the ef- 
frontery to ask Missouri tc vote again. 

The House reflected, the will of the people in 
1939 and 1943 by rejecting schemes to go back 
to the old days of political game wardens and 
hit-or-miss regulations. That is exactly what 
the House should do again. Six declarations in 
12 years.ought to be enough for anybody. 
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An Ironie Contrast 

An ironic contrast is presented just now by 
the State Legislatures of Missouri and Pennsyl- 
vania. In Pennsylvania efforts are under way to 
bring that state’s public utility law up to the 
standard of the King-Thompson Act, passed at 
the last session in Jéfférson City. Simultane- 
ously, at Jefferson City a move is on to weaken 
the Missouri statute by substituting mediation 
provisions for the present bar against strikes in 
essential public utilities. 

Pennsylvania’s current interest in strengthen- 
ing its statute is wholly understandable. Phila- 
delphia is gripped by a virtually complete gen- 
eral transit strike. For a week the nation’s 
third largest city has had no bus, streetcar, sub- 
way or taxicab service. If people cannot walk 
or go in their own automobiles, they stay home. 
The life of the city is in effect paralyzed. 

Philadelphia’s plight recalls the even worse 
one of Pittsburgh in 1946 when that city was de- 
prived of electric power for 27 days. The Pitts- 
burgh. Sun-Telegraph. estimated that the shut- 
down cost the city $300,000,000 in wages and 
business, as many firms had no choice but to 
suspend operations. All the while, public health 
and safety were in serious danger. 

In view of these facts, Missouri would ignore 
its own welfare if it watered down the King- 
Thompson Act. However, there can be no ob- 
jection to a review of its provisions by the Leg- 
islature with a view to improvement. The stat- 
ute unfortunately does not establish machinery 
for periodic review of wage rates of public 
aitility employes. That omission is a lack which 
should be corrected. Employes who give up 
their right to strike because they work in public 
service industries deserve the state's assurance 
that their wages and working conditions will not 
be forgotten. ;

activities to mixing drinks. Otherwise someone 
might get hurt.

Various factors have combined to slow up inflation, an insurance 
company reports, but the biggest share of credit belongs to indi- 
viduals; consumers have recently “quit trying to outbid each 
other,” enforcing a return to “keen competition and lower prices.

The biggest share of the credit for the 
recent check to inflation belongs to John 
Public himself, for his change in buying 
tactics. It is a healthy change if not car- 
ried too far. 


Six main factors in the 76. per cent rise 
from prewar price levels have now either 
slowed, halted, or actually gone into re- 
verse, 


(1) As late as last September, John Pub- 
lic was still bidding frantically against his 
neighbor for more goods than were being 
produced in many lines. In the case of meat, 
the most picturesque example, he was con- 
suming a 10 per cent larger quantity per 
capita than in the prosperous year of 1929, 
and was trying to buy even more, pushing 
up prices paid farmers for meat animals 
to four times their 1939 levels. 


But in the final two months of 1948, con- 
sumers suddenly quit trying to outbid each 
other. Meat prices tumbled, both those 
paid to farmers and those paid by con- 
sumers. Slower sales are currently report- 
ed in almost all lines of consumer goods— 
clothing, textiles, house furnishings, etc., 
and price reductions are numerous, 


(2) With industrial production in high 
gear and comparatively free from inter- 
ruptions, output and available supplies of 
most consumer goods have been gaining 
steadily. Inventories are in some cases 
backing up in producers’ and wholesalers’ 
hands. 


(3) Government bidding for grain for 


of goods is slowing down. The war and 
postwar years saw total industrial wage 


payments boosted more than twice as fast 
as the increase in output of goods. The re- 


sulting inflation in cost-per-unit pushed up 


prices all along the production line —in raw 
and semi-finished materials like coal and 
iron, in mechanical parts, freight rates, etc. 
These accumulated increases pyramided in 
the costs of finished goods. 

Now, with costs more or less “pegged” at 
high levels, a number of businesses have 
reduced output or actually shut down, as 
selling prices dropped below “break even” 
points. This hag transformed a national 
shortage of labor into local surpluses of 
workers in numerous lines, restoring long- 
absent competition of workers for jobs, 
simultaneously with the restoration of long- 
absent competition by businesses for con- 
sumer sales. 

Both types of competition increase effi- 
ciency, reduce costs, and get the ultimate 
consumer more for his money, but if the 
cut in buying goes too deep, it can touch 
off an unemployment spiral. ; 


(5) The rapid expansion in the money 
supply, both cash and credit, due to vast 
Government borrowing, has slowed down. 
New Government spending programs could 
start the process again, but at least the 
“watering down” of the dollar by Govern- 
ment borrowing is halted for the present. 


(6) Borrgwing by businesses for expan- 
sion, and borrowing by consumers for au- 
tos, radios, etc., poured billions of dollars 
from future income into the immediate 
market, further increasing the supply of 
dollars competing for limited supplies of 


But the first and foremost cause of the 
current price deflation has been the halt 
in John Public’s frantic scramble for goods. 
By trimming his demand to fit within avail- 
able supplies, he has already recaptured 
some of his normal control over prices, 
through the re-birth of keen competition 
at various levels of our economy.

The pure poet“ John Keats lived only 
26 years (1795-1821) and had a creative life 
ef barely five years. His is truly a “mi- 
raculous and moving story,” that of one 
who pursued beauty with a devotee’s pas- 
sion. He was orphaned at 15. His father, 
a livery-stable keeper, was killed in 1804 by 
a fall from a horse; his mother, who remar- 
ried, died of consumption in 1810. Though 
never far from penury, Keats developed, 
between 1817 and 1821, into what one 
present-day scholarly enthusiast has called 
“without any exception, the greatest influ- 
ence in English poetry for a whole cen- 
tury,” a virtuoso of phrase and harmonies 
perhaps greater than Spenser or Marlowe.

Convalescent care—this is dis- 
tinct from custodial care of the 
aged, insane and chronically ill, 
as well as terminal care of in- 
curable patients—in the St. Louis 
area has been provided mainly in 
divisions of the general hospitals 
and in the patients’ homes. Pa- 
tients with slow recovery have 
been kept in the regular divisions 
of general hospitals until they 
were well enough to return home, 
or until they were forced to 
leave by the shortage of hospital 
beds, economic circumstances or 
other conditions. 


Many patients might go through 
this recovery period faster, more 
pleasantly and at less expense in 
a unit especially designed and 
operated for convalescent care, it 
was pointed out. Furnishings 
could be more home-like, meals 
could be provided in a central 
cafeteria and patients could be 
encouraged to take part in a 
varied recreational program. 
The facilities should probably 
be limited to ambulatory or 
wheel-chair patients who could 
get along with limited nursing 
care provided by practical nurses 
or attendants, the council stated. 
Many patients would benefit from 
a stay in a suburban or country 
convalescent home.

ON A PERMANENT BASIS 


The Child Guidance Clinic at 
Washington University has been 
reorganized on a permanent basis 
as an organized activity of the 
school of medicine with the com- 
bined functions of teaching, re- 
search and service in child guid- 
ance work, it was announced to- 
day by Dr. Samuel R. Warson, 
director. 

The clinic has been operating on 
an interim basis for more than a 
year, serving as many children as 
possible under a limited program, 
and is the only clinic of its kind 
in the country.

The St. Louis Chamber Music

The members of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce felt that 
way about it and got behind a 
movement for a change. A peti- 
tion was circulated and a refer- 
endum election was held, at which 
the commission form was adopted, 
724 to 523, which was a light vote, 
as the population of De Soto is 
about 6500, but it was the demo- 
cratic way. Under the new plan 
commissioners were elected at 
large and they were empowered 
to appoint one of their number 
as Mayor. Partly because Diet- 
rich had been elected a commis- 
sioner by the largest vote he was 
nam 


The next thing was to find a 
city manager. John M. Thompson 
took the job temporarily at a sal- 
ary of two cents a week and 
served two months, Looking about 
for a permanent manager, the 
commissioners picked from the 
numerous applicants A. J. Mulvi- 
hill of Hannibal, Mo., who had 
been in business there as a foun- 
dryman for 32 years, had served 
in the city council there and had 
become interested in city manage- 
ment, There may have been some 
eyebrow lifting at the idea of 
bringing in a “foreigner” to man- 
age the city, but it was the view 
of the Mayor and commissioners 
that managing the city was a busi- 
ness matter that called for experi- 
ence and efficiency. Mulvihill 
seemed to have those qualities and 
he was hired for $5000 a year. 


— 


It was a daring thing to do be- 


cause at the moment there was 


only $800 in the city treasury with 
unpaid bills but Mulvihill took a 
chance on getting his pay and 
went to work. Now, after nine 
months, the manager is getting his 
salary when it comes due and 
there is $25,000 in the treasury. 

It has been done by business 
management, budgeting, economy 
and collecting taxes and water 
bills. The largest increase of reve- 
nue has been in the water depart- 
ment, brought about by tighter 
meter readings and an insistence 
upon payment of bills, with 
shutting off the water as the al- 
ternative. 


Last year at this time only 136 

city licenses had been issued. 
So far this year 887 licenses have 
been issued and for each one $3.65 
has been paid into the city treas- 
ury, with a prospect that the total 
for the year will be about 1100. 

In the interest of economy all 
purchases of supplies are made 
from the lowest bidders, instead 
of from favored persons and firms 
without restraint on prices. 

Policemen are given absolute 
authority to make arrests ‘and 
prosecute without discrimination, 
Anybody who doubts that is re- 
minded of the time when Mayor 
Dietrich ran a traffic light and 
was pinched by Policeman Hook- 
er and forked over a five to Judge 
Threlkeld, 

As a matter of fact, it was not 
the first time that the Mayor had 
felt the heavy hand of the law. 
The other time was when the

town still had parking meters, 
which had been put in under the 
previous administration. Dietrich 
parked too long and got a ticket. 
He pleaded guilty and paid the 
prescribed penalty, 50 cents, Not 
on that account, but because they 
were a nuisance, the new adminis- 
tration got rid of them when the 
contract expired. 

When the meters were put in, 
it was because the town needed 
money and that was one way to 
get it. Under the commission form 
of government there is no need 
of getting it that way. Collec- 
tions are ample. These are made 
by E. O. Gage, finance officer, 
who in the new set-up takes the 
place of the former collector and 
also does part of the work of the 
city clerk. The other officials are 
the city treasurer and assessor. 
Assessments have been better 
equalized and the tax rate has 
been raised from 70 cents to 51 
per $100 of valuation. 

City employes are hired and 
fired by the city manager. It was 
expected when he took charge 
that there would be considerable 
firing, but it hasn’t happened. 
There have been some changes in 
the police department on account 
of voluntary withdrawals but not 
in the other departments. 

Members of the city commission, 
besides Mayor Dietrich, are Cecil 
Cross and A. L. Gilmore, mer- 
chants; Orville Zohl, -chief clerk 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad's 
local offices, and Dr. C. A. Rehm, 
who were persuaded by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce to run on 
a platform of better city govern- 
ment.

As late as October 1946, Garry 
said in an interview, “my ambi- 
tion is to be a lead comic in a 
good musical.”

It would take both a poet and a 
psychiatrist to explore and illumi- 
nate Garry fully, for his action is 
both an interesting study in be- 
havior and an act of unugual 
imaginative quality.
